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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Ex Parte Quayle mailed on 1 1/24/04 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Phillips 
(6,041,603). 

Regarding claims 1 and 7, Phillips, figures 1-3, discloses an assembly 
comprising a wall-plug inserting device (1) and a boot (a FIGURE A below), the 
inserting device comprising a wall-plug guide (the FIGURE A below) and a contact foot 
(26) helps the wall-plug guide to position the device with respect to a surface of a 
material into which a wall-plug is to be insertied, the boot being adapted to cover 
inserting the device and having a first element adapted to engage with the wall-plug 
guide and a second element adapted to engage with the contact foot and retain the boot 
on the inserting device. 

Regarding claim 2, wherein the first element is a first through hole (the FIGURE 
A below) for the wall-plug guide and the second element is a second through hole (the 
FIGURE A below) for the contact foot. 
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Regarding claim 3, wherein the boot is retained on the inserting device by the 
bracing of the boot between the first through hole and the second through hole. 

Regarding claim 4, the boot is provided with stiffening ribs. 

Regarding claim 5, the inserting device comprising a pushbutton (17) and the 
boot is designed for access to the pushbutton. 

Regarding claim 6, the boot is provided with a bellows that grips the wall-plug 

guide. 

Regarding claim 8, a pierced head, a stock and a pierced foot (the FIGURE A 
below). 

Regarding claim 9, the stock having stiffening ribs. 
Regarding claim 10, a bellows on the pierced head.
